Wine of us but whose character 
whose outlook on life, whose 
evaluation of life’s rewards and 
punishments have all been 


largely moulded by Mother. 
Mother was always the last to 
ge't the things she needed and 
hardly ever was considered in 
thie things she merely expressed 
a desire for.

NEW EGG CONTRACT 
MADE WITH BRITAIN 

A contract calling for the ship 
ment of a minimum of 7,000 
long ions of dried egg powder 
annually during 1944 and 1945 
has been entered into l>etween 
the Special Pi Hucts Hoard and 
the British Ministry of Food. 
Tha Ministry agrees t*> use its 
bc~:t efforts V> accept such ad¬ 
ditional quantities as may be 
available. It i 8 provided that at 
the option of the Ministry up to 
eighteen million dozen eggs of

Before leaving the United 
Kingdom some months ages a 
large bag of comforts was put 
on board for the u?e of the of¬ 
ficers and men of this ship. 

There were a pair of mittens, a 
pair of sox, a wool scarf and a 
jersey for each member .f the 
crew. Inside the pair of mittens 
which I received were two littie 
notles, one of which I return with 
this better. 

It seems «»tally inadequate 
but I can only say thank you. 

You see, on numerous occasions 
it is necessary for me to use a 
signalling lamp to pass mess¬ 
ages to other ships, and it is 
not easy to send accurate morse 
when one's hands are stiff with 
cdd. So, for the first time in 
over three yaers afloat, my 
hands are warm, and 1 hope 
that when 1 leave ill is ship 
shortly my mittens, (and yours) 
will go with m e and that they 
last until this war is over.

Line Klevetora Farm Svvke , 

Of Thi. and Th.t^ 

This column is now nearly four 
vears old. Writing it is something 
like speaking over the radio, in that 
the audience is unseen and unknown. 
There is no heckling, but neither is 
there any applause! Of course, we 
are often obliged to deal with 
distasteful subjects such as diseases, 
insects, weeds, soil erosion, etc. 

When this department, now 
known as Line Elevators Farm 
Service, was organized, we were 
told to make ourselves useful to 
fanners. This we have endeavoured 
to do and, judging from the 
demands made upon our services 
and publications, our efforts have 
not been in vain. In case this 
V*ems self-satisfied, we confess dis¬ 
appointment in the response to our 
seed identification service. Last 
year, about 500 specimens were 
sent in by Line Elevator agents for 
their farmer patrons. This is not 
enough. It would not be so dis¬ 
appointing if provincial depart¬ 
ments of agriculture and experimen¬ 
tal farms were kept busy naming 
Aceds, but they are not. 

No farmer can plan weed control 
measures intelligently unless he 
knows the weeds.. Many farmers 
have become involved in very 
heavy expense because an unidenti¬ 
fied perennial such as leafy spurge, 
gained a solid foothold before it 
was recognized. These two state¬ 
ments merit attention. It is not 
much trouble to take specimens to 
a Line Elevator agent, and the 
identification is accurate because 
when in doubt ws appeal to the 
Division of Botany, Ottawa. If 
)ou prefer to send directly to a 
government department, dv all 
means do so. But send unknown 
weeds somewhere.
